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other Incenveniencies we feel, either the Effcéts of 
the Will of Heaven, or of our own Humours ? 

It muft be allowed, that in fome Countries there 
are quicker Remedies for whatever Grievances affe& 
the Mafs of the 14 than there are here ; but in 
thefe Countries the People are liable to greater and 

Grievances, without knowing where to have 
a Remedy atall. I have heard that a Firft Minifter 
in France once fent for a great Engrofler of Corn, who 
came with an Equipage {uitable to a Duke, and after 
a pretty long Attendance was told, that che exceflive 
Price of Bread was the Occafion of his being call’d 
for, and if ic wasnot reduc’d by that Day Fortnight, 
he would run the Hazard of being bang’d before his 
own Door. This Admonition had the defir'd Effed. 
But what is one — Confequence of Arbitrary Power, 
in Comparifon of a Thoufand bad ones? It is, if we 
duly confider ir, a 4— great Bleſſing, that we have 
none of thefe quick Remedies here. With us the 
Law is the fole Rule to Minifters and Magiftrates, as 
well as People, and there are very few Cafes which 
are not fully provided for by our Laws, if they were 
thoroughly put in Execution. It is this that diftin- 
guithes us from all the neighbouring Nations ; and 
and it isto this that we owe our fo feldom fuffering 
thofe Inconveniencies which often bear hard upon 
them: It is true, that a Habit of Eafe contributes not 
a little to our Impatience when we do fufter ; but how- 
ever it is much better to bear with the Effect, than to 
think of removing the Caufe. The Libels againf the 
prefent Adminifiration are fo many ftanding Monu- 
ments of the Liberty enjoy’d under it; and as the 
Inconvenience the Publ fuftains from the Secu- 
rity of Private Property is fo far from being a Difgrace 
that it is an Honour to our Conftitution. 

The beft Remedy for all thefe Evils is, to fhew Men 
their true Sources and their certain Confequences, 
that fo they may be convinced their facrificiog either 
the publick Peace, or the publick Welfare, to their 
private Advantage is falfe Condu@ even in Point of 
Occonomy, becaufe for the fake of prefent Advantage 
we hazard future Deflruétion, and by endeavouring 
to raife large Fortunes render our Titles to any not a 
little precarious. Before the Reign ot K. William III. 
we were much more liable to Scarciries of Corn, but 
fince the Care taken by the Legiflature to encourage 
Exportation by a Bounty, there hae been a great In- 
creafe of arable Lands, whereby the Mifchief has 
been in a great meafure removed. Before that time 
there were many good Laws for preventing the Incon- 
veniences induced by Foreftalling and Monopolizing, 
which our Jate Plenty bath brought into Difuitude. 
They may however, and doubtieis they will, be re- 
newed and properly enforced, when it fhall become 
expedient, tho’ there are many obvious Reafons why 
as_a Nation we fhould endeavour to forbear thefe Re- 
medics as long as we cap. All this I {peak as a Lover 
of my Countrymen and of no Party whatfoever, I 
fpeak it out of a Regard for Liberty, and a Tender- 
nefs for Property ; and I bope that no Mifinterpreta- 
tions will ever give it another Senfe. The Difcourfe- 
ing with Freedom on Subjecte of this Nature is the 
greateft Benefit accruing to us by the Liberty of the 
Prefs, and it would be hard to deny that Liberty to 
one in the Service of an Adminiftration that hath in- 
dulged its Enemies even in an exceffive Abufe of it. 

But tho’ I am an Enemy to all Meafures which 
have the leaft Appearance of Violence, and fhould 
fee with Sorrow the Execution of fome of our old 
Laws, yet I cannot help thinking it my Duty, and 
the Duty of every Writer who has a ee 
Senfe of his own CharaGter, to expofe that frange 
Paffion for Money which fo far fteals the Hearts of 
fome Men, as to engage them in Confederacies for 
keeping up the Price of Corn and other Neceflarics, 
without Confideration of the grievous, I might fay in- 
tolerable Cenfequences. Something of this Sort may 
be juftly ſuſpected in a Country like ours, when the 
Prices of Neceffarics rife by a too quick Gradzation. 
Men do not commonly grow grey in a Night, nor is 
it reafonable to fuppofe that Scarcity comes all at 
once upon a Nation. A bad Seafon cannot exhauft 
the Stores of many preceding good ones, and to fay 
the-Truth, at this time I do not know it can be faid 
we have had a bad one. The laft Winter was fevere, 
but what thea? Ircowld not carry the Corn out of 





our Barns; and therefore the preſent Dearne ſ⸗ mutt | 
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proceed from the pretended ot of a bad Har- 
veft. This is endeavouring to juftily a bad AGion by 
a Strain of as bad Reafoning ; for if we had a Rufian 
Winter, why may we nor have a Ruffian Summer ? 
Where is the Juftice of punifhing us beforehand ? Or 
of making us faft this Year becaufe we may be obii- 
ged to faft the next? That fome Alteration of Price 

ould happen from an Alteration of Seafons, and 
from Mens Apprehenfions of what may fali out, is 
very natural and allowable ; chere is no body grudges 
the Farmer the juft Reward of his Labours; but ir is 
the exceflive Gain of Fa@tors, the exorbifanc Profirs 
of Men who work only by their Money; of which 
the Publick complains, and has a Right to complain. 
Men who labour have a Title to Reward, but it ls 
Plunder when any Set of Men take upon them to 
make others pay for what they never had, or which 
is the fame thing, pay twice as much as they ought 
for what they have. 

Thefe RefleGtiions are fo felf-evidenr, that I fup- 
pofe the Confent of every Reader will go along with 
them. It would have been ealy to have expos'd fuch 
Practices from religious Topicks, but I chofe to leave 
thefe to the Confideration of fuch as they more pro- 
petly belong to; the Principles on which Civil Soci- 
ety is founded are fufficient to ground that Do@rine 
upon which I teach, and a Man muft never have con- 
fidered them thoroughly who can think ir either pru- 
dent or fafe to increafe his private Fortune by fuch 
Steps as thefe, Becaufe whatever Station he ma 
aftive to in Life, he muft Aill carry a Confcioufnels of 
his own Unworthinefs, which will inform him thar all 
the Refpe& he receives is more than his Due, and 
all the Wealth he poffefles, Money held but by an 
indifferent Title. We may fancy what we will of the 
Hardnefs of Mens Hearts, and the Generality of Cor- 
ruption, but whoever confiders what ftrange Wills 
fome Men make, and what odd Chari:ies Mifers be- 
ftow, they will be tempted to think thar Remorfe of 
Confcience is not fo unufual as fome would perfwade 
us. Now if this be fo, it is certainly a much wifer, 
and infinitely a fafer Step to refift thefe Temptations, 
and to venture Poverty, rather than build Hofpicale, 
. ho ; of Salvation, by the Means of ill-acquired 

ealth.

Samuel Chaplin deceafed, kill'd in the Bay of 
Killybeggs in Ireland the fine Whale rhat has been 
yet fcen in that Kingdom; it wae a Male in prime 
Seafon, being full fai, meafuring from Head to Tail 
above s0 Foot, and 45 in Thicknefi; his Ton 
alone filled four Hogfheads and a half with Oil, and 
his Cod one. ‘Tis thoughe he will have above 600 
Weight of Bone, much longer, thicker, and ever 
way better than any of the former kill'd on that Coat, 
Ae this Genticman was equally concern’d with his 
Brother, who firft difcover’d the Fishery in that King- 
dom, fo he promifes the greateft Succefs, having 
firuck feveral this Seafon, and kili’d two others - 
which were lof by Strefs of Weather: ‘Tis not 
doubted but he will be able this Year to fupply Dub- 
lin Lamps with Oil. 

On Sunday laft Letrers arriv'd from Rear-Admiral 
Haddock, dated from on board the Ipfwich at Port- 
mahonthe 7th of May, advifing, that on the sth he
